International Airport, New York City, at approxi- 
mately. 10:30 p.m. (EST) on June 14, 1961, from abroad. KLING , 
is the first member of, this delegation to return to the 
United 1 States since the recent United States Supreme Court 
rulings against the Party. According to KLING, the other 
members of this delegation are. now en route back to the United 
States, but are stopping over at points like Paris, France, 
and London, England, but they will be arriving in the United 
States in the near future. These other members of the dele- 
gation, will arrive separately and at various United States 
ports in accordance with Instructions they had received from 
the CP, USA. 

KLING intends to remain in New York City until late 
Saturday, June 17, 1961,, and then return to Chicago by plane. 
He has already scheduled an early a.m. appointment with GUS 
HALL, General Secretary, CP, USA, on June 15, 1961, at which 
time he will brief HALL ton his trip and relay to him certain 
matters of political interest which arose during the course 
of the trip to the Soviet Union. KLING will also meet with 
PHIL BART, Organizational Secretary, CP, USA, while in New 
York City. r . 

According to KLING, " things are popping abroad'* in 
relation to the" recent Supreme Court rulings against the. CP,

The condition is such that an 
emergency has been declared and the Party is being alerted to 
do their utmost in securing new readers and renewals as 
soon as possible. 

It has been projected in the past year that a Daily

This has paid off because hundreds of newstands have 
accepted and either increased or have taken a few copies of 
the paper. This is a first step and must be carried out 
throughout the city. In fciis way hundreds, yes thousands of copies 
of our paper will be displayed, and many people who have not 
been able to obtain a copy, because it t?as not displayed, can 
now do so. 

If this is successful then it can be carried out nation- 
wide and the ciruclatlon will be greatly increased. 

The paper must be sold and displayed at meetings of 
various organizations, community, union meetings fraternal 
organizations etc. ~" 

Our people in the labor unions must do a job as in the 
past, and because of the constant efforts of our people in the 
labor Unions around many issues, especialy around the peace* 
movement, the leaders of the labor movement have recently held a 
peace conference in Chicago and another in Washington. Again 
these conferences were held mainly because of the influence of 
the left forces in the labor movement. 
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The left forces must Infiltrate all organizations, 
whether they be right, left, center etc. in order to lend 
their support and experience toShese organizations around 
the many burning issues which confront us today. 

PHIL announced that On Sunday June 4, there will 
be a national mobilisation day around the sale, distribution of the 
Worker. 

This will be the first national press day the Worker 
has held in years, outside of the citywide one of the two 
previous years. 

The success of this drive will mean much toward the 
establishing of a Daily Worker, although it has been discussed 
and seemes very likely that by July 4 Worker will come out with 
a bi-weelcly paper. This will come out on a Tuesday morning 
and the regular Worker will come out on a Friday morning. 

As it is now the Sunday Worker carries news which is 
old already and this may be the reason for our poor circulation, 
but now news which comes out during the week will be 3h the 
Sunday Worker, and news that comes out on weekends, if ill be in 
the Tuesday edition. The Worker will still work toward the 
establishment of a daily by the end of the year. 

Every club organizer must see to it that every 
member of his club participates in the June 4 mobilization, whethes 
cold csnvassing, newsstand contact, personal contacts, former 
readers, and many other ways that can be found to circulate 
and distribute the Sunday Worker. 

People who belong to mass organisations who 
have lists of names, to submit them Stor contacts for the paper, 
and if the above plan is well carried out then at least 20,000 
new readers can be realized by the year end . 

It is good to renew subscribtions, but the Worker 
loses money on them therefor we musE get new readers for 
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the paper and this should be our main emphasis in this mobiliza- 
tion drive on June 4,

"The statement read by 



"By a bare majority of 5 to the Supreme court today 
struck a crushing blow at democracy and the constitution 
of the land. It, did this by upholding the membership 
clause of the Smith and the McCarran registration act, 
both based on the Hitlerite big lie of the Communist 
menace. The former declares membership illegal in a 
political party — the Communist Party, while the latter 
requires the registration of all officers and members. 
This is the same as declaring the party illegal and 
then asking it to submit names for the prosecution, 

"In the name of anti-Communism, the high Court opened 
the door to the victimization of Communists and non- 
Communists alike, who are fighting for defense of 
democratic liberties, the rights of the Negro people 
and of labor, and for the cause of peace. By similar 
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«?5-4 decisions the court has already upheld the 
convictions of opponents of segregation and the 
cold war, like Uphaus, Braden, Wilkerson and others. 

"This is a cold war McCarthyite decision. While the 
Kennedy Administration pretends to be a champion of 
freedom in the world, the Supreme Court sanctions a 
new attack agst. democracy here at home; which goes 
much beyond previous actions. The Fascist John 
Birches, the Citzens councils, the Ku Klux Klan and 
the assorted an^T-Semites and racists can freely 
undermine all the rights and democratic institutions 
•established after decades of heroic people's efforts 
without any real interference from the Supreme Court 
of the land or from the Kennedy Administration. But 
by these decisions the highest tribunal abdicates its 
duty to defend the constitution and has itself violated 
the constitution of the land. These decisions are a 
dragnet intended to intimidate all the forces of peace, 
democracy and social progress, irrespective of their 
political affiliations. 

"If the bare majority of the court and the reactionary 
forces for whom they speak, think that in this way 
it can intimidate the Communist arty of the U.S. and 
prevent it from carrying on its clear and present duty 
to defend democracy & peace, it is seriously mistaken. 
The Communist Party is a legal party operating within the 
framework of the US Constitution; and it would be 
derelict in its duty to the American people if it did 
not fight vigorously for its full legal rights & 
existence. It will continue "to do its duty to the 
American people by 6 alerting them as sharply as it can 
to the dangers inherent in this court - action — 
dangers to the very base and fabric of democracy in 
our country. If this decision is permitted to stand, 
all the gathering Fascist and anti-labor forces will 
consider it a green light for them to push their revival 
and their effort to drag the country into a catastrophic 
nuclear war. We are sure that many Americans, faithful 
to the cause of democracy and peace, will let their 
voices be heard in strong protest.

Ben Davis said he was all in favor of Party 
candidates and said a determined fight should be made 
because of the "McCarran Act" as well as to show that 
the Party will not give up" any of its constitutional 
rights.

On June 27, 1961, MORRIS CHILDS and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, 
State Chairman, Communist Party (CP) of Illinois, were observed 
and overheard carrying on a private. confidential discussion. 

During the course of this discussion, CHILDS was heard 
to make reference to a meeting recently held in New York City 
between himself, PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary, 
CP, USA, and HELEN WINTER of Detroit, at which time WINTER had 
raised the point that she had heard that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT grabs 
whatever money is available in the Illinois District and uses 
it for his own, needs, leaving only a signed voucher to account 
for it. 

BART at the time defended LIGHTFOOT ♦s right to use 
/ such District funds. According to BART, he and LIGHTFOOT had 
/ an agreement that LIGHTFOOT could take such funds. to , cover his 

travel and other expenses in connection .with his work in the 

National Negro Commission. 

CHILDS noted that the, matter referred to above was 
discussed at no other place in the. Party than at the small 
meeting of three people mentioned, but he wanted LIGHTFOOT to 
be aware that this was a matter of some discussion, in. the, Party. 
It was CHILDS* assumption that may be FLO HALL had mentioned 
this matter .to HELEN WINTER or CARL WINTER, and that this may 
have been the' reason WINTER raised. it as she did. 

LIGHTFOOT obviously was extremely disturbed over the 
insinuation and, a negation concerning his possible misuse of 
Party funds and was ready, to immediately raise this issue with 
FLO HALL* He was also disturbed that he had not been confronted 
directly on the matter* 

LIGHTFOOT then indicated that in regard to financial 
matters and expenses connected with his own personal affairs 
and the illness of his wife GERALDYNE , that the National Office 
had been good in this regard; however, from local Party people 
there had been no help financially or otherwise* This has made 
him bitter to the point that he felt he ought to go out and look 
for a job* LIGHTFOOT 9 s overall mood on this date was very bad 
due to the above matters and because he had been engaged in a 
running battle with FLO HALL and SAM KUSHNER* 



On one occasion LIGHTFOOT was heard to state that SAM 
was a "dirty coward" and he bet if he offered him the opportunity 
to head the District, he would refuse. He accused both FLO HALL 
and SAM KUSHNER of showing some fears for themselves in the 
present situation. 

At another point, he mentioned that if they (National 
Office) don't do something regarding that "guy -BEN" (DAVIS), , 
"I'm finished."

"Had a nice letter from my friends in Bellingham 
(Washington State CP). Will send it to you after I show it 
to Gus (Hall) tomorrow. 

"Jim (Jackson) came to see me. He wants out of 
the Defense Com; But before discussing it with Hy (Lumer) 
and myself, he went directly to G (Gus Hall).

But it is very 
inconvenient with Hy's future so uncertain. Fhil (Bart)

hope not. I simply can't work with that guy; I've tried 
since *57 when we returned.

The following material, which is being disseminated 
for informational purposes, is contained in Bulet to Albany 
dated 6/19/61, copies of which were forwarded to all offices. 

For the. information of all offices, the Bureau, 
by letter dated 6/6/61, requested advice from the Department 
as to. specific action contemplated against the Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA), and its officers and members should there be a 
failure to comply with the 6/5/61 Supreme Court decision 
which ordered the Party to register with the Attorney General 
under the provisions of the Internal Security Act of 1950. 
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At the same time, the Bureau furnished the 
Department a list of the 58 members of the Party's National 
Committee, together with their current addresses. This was 
done since the Department had .indicated in the past that if and 
when the registration order should become final, all members 
of the Party's National Committee would be so advised by 
registered mail. Should the Party fail or refuse to register 
within the 30-day period allowed, the Department Would again, 
by registered mail, notify all members of the National 
Committee of the Party's failure to register and of the 
duty which now falls on the National Committee members to 
register for the Party. 

Accordingly, it is imperative that the Bureau be 
in a position to keep the Department advised of the current 
addresses of all National Committee members, as well as 
the fact that, for example, a member has left the United 
States to travel abroad or has returned from foreign travel. 

Each office should immediately verify the present 
address of each National Committee member living in its 
territory and submit a letterhead memorandum to the Bureau 
listing each such member and his current address. If a

temporarily out of the country. These letterhead memoranda 
must reach the Bureau by 6/23/61. Thereafter, this matter 
must be followed closely and whenever a change occurs, such 
as a change in permanent residence; foreign travel; return 
from foreign travel; or extended travel within the 
United States, the Bureau must be immediately notified by 
appropriate letterhead memoranda. 

By letter dated 6/13/61, the Internal Security 
Division of the Department replied to the Bureau 1 s letter 
of 6/6/61 which, in part, requested advice as to specific 
prosecutive action contemplated by the Department should 
there be a failure to comply with the 6/5/61 Supreme Court 
decision. For your information and guidance, pertinent 
portions of the Internal Security Division's letter 
of 6/13/61 are quoted below. Your specific attention 
is directed to the Department's comment regarding the 
importance of knowing who the Party's officers are during 
the 10-day period immediately following the expiration 
of the 30 days after the registration order becomes 
effective. 

"In reference to your first point regarding action 
against the Party, we propose to notfy appropriate officers 
of the Party in writing in the near future of the Party's 
obligation- to register within 30 days from the date the 
order becomes final. Such letter will also enclose forms 
for registration. Unless the Issuance of the mandate is 
stayed by order of the Court, it is contemplated that it will 
issue by, June 30 and that the Order of the Board will become 
final 10' days thereafter. The Party would then have the next 
30 days in which to comply. In the event the Party fails to 
register within the prescribed period the Department will 
expect to institute prosecutive action against the Party for 
such failure and seek the imposition of a fine of $10,000 for 
each day of failure to comply. 
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"We also contemplate directing a letter to each 
officer and member of the National Committee advising, him. 
of his obligation to cause the Party to register should 
the Party fail to register during the 30 day period after 
the Order becomes final and that such off icer would have a 
10 < day period thereafter in which to comply. 

"In. this connection you should know that in. an. 
effort to minimize any contention that the defense might 
attempt to make in any prosecution of the Party to the 
effect that any officer required to prepare and sign, such 
a registration for the Party would, be. entitled to take the 
Fifth. .Amendment rather than to sign. such. a. registration 
form as an officer of the Communist Party, we. are how 
studying the possibility of revising the registration forms 
and the. instructions .prescribed for filing by the Party. 
SUch. revisions would be designed to permit the Party to 
file a registration statement not. only by anj officer but 
through a duly authorized agent, employee or attorney if 
it prefers. 

"We are also engaged in a review of your investi- 
gative reports on each present officer with a view to 
determining which ohes can best be prosecuted and what 
informants or witnesses may be necessary in order that you 
mayi be advised and that appropriate final recommendations 
regarding such prosecutions can be made to the Attorney 
General. Should the Party fail to register within the 30 
day period after the Order of the Board becomes final, it 
will be important to know who the. officers are during the 
10 day period, immediately following the expiration of the 
30 days after the Order becomes effective."

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On 7/13/61, CG 5824-S furnished the following 
information to SA ALEXANDER C. BURLINSON: 

On 7/12/61, a meeting of the CPUSA Natinal Board 
was held at CP headquarters, NYC. JAMES JACKSON was chairman 
of the meeting, and others in attendance, including invited 
guests, were the following: GUS HALL, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, 
JAMES ALLEN, DANIEL RUBIN, MORRIS CHILDS, PATRICK TOOHEY, 
BEN DAVIS, JR., IRVING POTASH, JACOB STACHEL, BETTY GANNETT, 
ARNOLD JOHNSON, CARL WINTER, JESUS COLON, and PHIL BART. 

PATRICK TOOHEY submitted a report on Puerto Rico, 
ELIZABETH. FLYNN furnished a report regarding CP defense 
preparations, and PHIL BART reported on the Fair Play for 
CUba Committee conference held on July 1st and 2nd, and 
attended by two hundred delegates (CG 5824-S will furnish 
details regarding the above-mentioned reports Upon his 
return to Chicago) . 

At this meeting it was definitely decided that the 
next National Executive Committee meeting would be held in 
NYC on August 12th and 13th, 1961, and that the agenda at 
the said NEC meeting should include a discussion of the 
following: 

The ultra right danger, CP defense preparations, 
the CP press, and the coming municipal elections in NY and 
other cities. 

GUS HALL talked privately to BEN DAVIS, suggesting 
that the latter "take a vacation for a month or tvrc>." HALL 
told DAVIS that he was not making this suggestion as "a 
bribe," or in an attempt to keep the latter "out of trouble." 
He said he was desirous of keeping DAVIS "in the cadre." 
DAVIS indicated he would consider HALL'S suggestion, which 
seemed to shock him. 

According to CG 582^-S, JESUS COLON will go to 
Puerto Rico before the end of the current week. He is 
going there ostensibly .for a vacation, but will perform

The meeting opened with James Jackson being 
nominated as chairman. Gus Hall proposed that the 
next National Executive Committee (NEC), CPUSA meeting 
be held August 12 and 13, 196l. Hall explained that it 
will be an NEC meeting, but some NC, CPUSA members from 
the middle west and the east will be invited. 

Bat Toohey gave a report on his recent trip 
to Puerto Rico. Toohey said that he had been received 
warmly by the comrades in Puerto Rico. He said the 
Puerto Rican comrades had arranged three general meetings 
for him as well as a three-day detailed trip all over the 
island and particularly in the , sugar, coffee, pineapple 
and tobacco areas. Arrangements were also made for him 
to speak to trade union leaders, leaders of the independence 
movement, Nationalist Party leaders and with certain leaders 
of the popular Democratic Party. Toohey related that on 
his own he had arranged meetings with a number of former 
leaders of the Party, who have split and are now in other 
activities. 

Toohey said that the Party in Puerto Rico uses 
very little material in terms of leaflets and pamphlets 
due to a lack of cadre as well as technical and financial 
means. He said the only thing he saw being used were 
"packets of stuff" received from individuals in the 
Socialist countries. He said the Puerto Rican comrades 
were critical of the Party publications in the United 
States because they did not deal with Puerto Rico in its 
struggle against American Imperialism and seemed completely 
oblivious of them. 

Gus Hall recommended that Toohey prepare an 
article on his trip to be published in "Political Affairs" 
and possibly "The Worker." Hall was of the opinion that a 
Foreign Affairs Commission should be set up immediately 
and their first task would be to go into the question

of Latin America and Puerto Rico. It was decided that 
Toohey would prepare a draft of his article on Puerto 
Rico and that another discussion be had on it before 
publication. 

A discussion was held regarding the Party »s 
defense committee. James Allen suggested that people 
be requested, in view of the Supreme Court hearing 
coming up regarding registration of the CP, to write 
to the Attorney General of the United States to favor 
a rehearing. Allen suggested that people be requested 
to write the President, Congressmen and Senators in 
this regard. 

James Jackson said that a post card system 
be adopted wherein people receiving the card could detach 
part of it tthiflffT would be self-addressed to the 
Attorney General. He said, such « a system would result 
in greater numbers and would indicate certain public 
opinion.
